Ink Clouds 



Liko that marine curiosity, the Ink- 
flak, tho Texada Ring are endeavour- 
ing to escape the Terdict of public 
opinion behind tho ink-clouds their 
chief is raising with his pen. Column 
upon column of the most transparent 
sophistry and special pleading, soine- 
tim es of the most brazen-fac«d mis- 
representation, has been put forward 
with -the hope of diverting the public 
mind from the vital proofs of guilt. 
The member for Nanairno, who simply 
conducted tho case at the special re- 
quest of tho Comuiissoners and ^who 
was repeatedly complimontod for tho 
manner in which ho conducted it, is 
pursued with a degree of malignity sel- 
dom witnessed. One day the public 
are told that he sent in his bill claim- 
ing payment for services as prosecutor. 
The next they are told if he didn't do 
that, he at any rate "oxpects pay as a 
witnes^'l The official ovidenco is sup- 
pressed -by tho inculpated parties 
whoso duty it was to have had it pub- 
lished along with the Report, and tho 
organ of the Ring unblushingly denies 
evo^ vital part hearing against its 
masters. _ The utterancos of tho Chief 
Justice are denied and when publish- 
ed by an independent journalist ho is 
threatened with incarceration. This is 
our answer: Neither tho frowns of a 
Chief.Justice nor the anathonias of an 
ecclesiastical tyrant shall cause ua to 
swerve from the truth or desert the 
Cause of freedom and right. "Tell 
tho .truth, and shame the devil" is our 
motto; and we shall leavo it to our 
contemporary to play the craven and 
the toady. Bub we emphatically deny 
having written or printed anything 
which should incur the displeasure of 
the Chief' Justice. What is charged 
' as an offence was published on the 
day after the last sitting of the Com- 
mission. The Chief Justice remained 
in the Province, in this city, nearly a 
month after it was published; and tho 
fact that he took no means to contra- 
dict it»and that tho organ never ven- 
tured to dispute its accuracy may well 
be taken as tolerably conclusive evi- 
dence that our version of tho Chief 
Justice's remarks were at least sub- 
stantially correct. But where did our 
contemporary obtain its spurious ver- 
sion? A reference to its files shows 
that it conveniently passed over the 
Chief Justice's lecture to its master in 
silence. Now it serves up a version, 
cooked up for the occasion, and which 
we can have no hesitation whatever in 
pronouncing spurious — utterly incor- 
rect ! Its attempt yesterday to make 
out a material discrepancy between our 
published report and language employ- 
ed in a loading article is the most ut- 
ter childishness. The difference is 
precisely that existing 'twixt tweedle- 
dum and tweedledeo, and the attempt 
Bhows the weakness of the cause — the 
terrible straits to which the Ring have 
been brought. But all this blustering 
and mistatement of facts, this hair- 
splitting about words cannot jjossibly 
save tho culprits, or reverse the ver- 
dict of public opinion. It is the sali- 
ent facts that the "gentlemen of the 
jury," tho people will boar in mind — 
the more than suspicious circumstan- 
ces under which the two Ministers 
were taken to Texada, the indecent, 
disgraceful manner in whioh tho iron 
lands wore immediately afterwards 
gobbled up by advice of tho two Min- 
isters themselves, the fifty thousand 
dollar commission one of them con- 
fessed under oath ho was to receive for 
disposing of the plunder, the secret 
share , which Mayor Dalby declared 
the same Minister held in the Texada 
mine ("But of course his name did 
not appear"), the valuable and long- 
coveted, silver lands at that interesting 
juncture and under these suspicious 
circumstances banded over by the 
Ring to the two accommodating Min- 
isters, the disgraceful prevarication 
and scandalous contradictions of tho 
chief witnesses which so narrowly es- 
caped the penalty for perjury, the 
breaking down and public "blubber- 
ing" of the ring-leader when certain 
damning confessions were extorted in 
cross-examination, it is, such salient 
facts as those, supported, us they are, 
by a complete net-work of circumstan- 
tial eridoueo, that have taken hold of 
the public mind and indelibly stamp- 
ed the Ring, rendering impossible a 
reversaljof tho y/;r<dict of "Guilty" 
which has been rendered, That ver- 
dict has been recorded, and ftU tho ink 
which tho chief operator in tho plot 
can shed will not suffice to blot it 
out. 

Complaint. 

Tho Mainland generally, CarjbdO 
especially, lias for hoiiio time com- 
plained because of the fow and erratic 
visits of the Supreme Court. This 
grievance, of long standing has seem- 
ingly, conio to a head. Tho Caribou 
Grand Jury embodied it in their llo. 
port, a fortnight ago. The Cariboo 
"Sontinci" mado it tho subject of a 
loading article, in winch, with its ac- 
customed servility to the Government,, 
it endeavoured to put tho blame on 
tho J udges. Suroiy our contemporary 
cxnnotbeso deplorably ignorant as 
not to tcnow that it rests entirely with 
tho Government to say where and hw 
ofton < 'oilrt shall l>n held, n* well an 
& .YiU'jjr.i' V&i.su 



to give proper notico of tho holding 
thereof. "Whether it is ignorant of the 
fact or not, the fact is incontroverti- 
ble, and our contemporary has, either 
from ignorance utterly inexcusablo in a 
publio journalist or from something

still worse, done injustice to the J 
or in order to save tho Ministers. 
The griovance itsolf is a real one, one 
pointed out long sinco in this journal, 
one to which tho attention of the Le- 
gislature was called by tho present 
writer; and tho Legislature instructed 
the Government to remody tho evil, 
which they promised to do. Have 
they done it? It is a quostion whether 
the time has not come when oven a 
moro complete ■ remedy should be 
applied, — when at least one of tho 
three Judges shall become a perma- 
nent resident of tho Mainland and, 
from some central point, go on regu- 
lar and more frequent circuit into tho 
Districts wherever Court ought to bo 
hold. Iu the administration of Jus- 
tice in this Province there should be 
more regard for tho convenience and 
interests of tho people and less for the 
Court. 



Turning the Tables- 

It will bo remembered how, in support- 
ing the appeal to the Queen, some of our 
wiao mon used tho patriotic argument 
that Columbia would touch Canada in 
hor most tender part and destroy her cre- 
dit in England. Tho sequel shows how 
completely the tables wore turned. Tho 
Finance Minister of tho Dominion went 
to England and experienced no difficulty 
whutever in floating his twenty million 
loan on more favorable terms than any 
Canadian or any other Colonial loan hud 
ever boon floated beforo. Columbia came 
along with her little threo hundred thou- 
sand dollar loan. Capital looked at it 
and went and asked tho Canadinn Finnnee 
Minister about it. He, having heard 
Columbia's throat about destroying Can- 
ada's credit, remarked with a significant 
shrug of the shouldors, '"I am not sure 
about those poople out there. I under- 
stand they aro threatening to leave tho 
Confederacy." Whereupon Capital drop- 
ped the loan liko a hot potato, and Col- 
umbia, unable to get her loan taken up, 
was compelled to fall back upon local 
chartered Bank, where she is a 
borrower to tho extent of about thrco 
hundred thousand dollars! Such is tho 
bitter fruit of the silly and disloyal threat 
of our wise mon. It is hard that Colum- 
bia should thus be made to suffer in her 
most tender point. But then it ia rotri- 
butivo justice. 

Georgian Bay Branch.- 

Tho Canadian Pacific Railway Act 1S71 
provides, in addition to tho main trunk 
lino, for tho construction of certain 
Branches.

The Vendome Column. — Tho Journal 
Official gives an account of the reconstruc- 
tion of the Vendome Column which, 
with the exception of the Napoleon statue,' 
ia now all but oompleted. Most of tho 
bronze plates having been broken or twist- 
ed; they had to be recast or restored to 
their proper shape, and every plate had 
to be fitted separately several tim63 to 
proonre perfect adjustment with the stone 
formiDg the body of the oolnmn. Un- 
inspected fractures were frequently dis 
oovered in the oourse of the work. In a 
few dayB nothing will remain to bo done 
but oleaning, and by the middle of No- 
vember it is expeoted that the scaffolding 
will be removed, It had been hoped tho 
statuo admitted of repairing, bat careful 
examination showed that to reoast it was 
indiapensible. Happily, M. Duraont has 
a half-sizo model in his studio which will 
enable n model of tho proper size to be 
constructed, and a statue will bo placed 
on the summit by the simple moans em- 
ployed in 18(3:5, without the necessity- of 
scaffolding, Tho Journal does not statu 
when thin crowning of tho edifice in likely 
to be oompleted, and there ia a rumor 
that it will be deferred for another year 
through a fear of exciting aomo political 
demonstration.

The Vieuxtemps Brothers — Some of 
the victims of this precious pair of rascals 
on Pugot Sound and here will read with 
interest tho following item concerning 
their doings in California.

Tho 
rascals presented magnificent banners 
and premiums that never cost them a 
pent, and oven, sold plates, dishes and ar- 
tjoles loaded them for tho entertainment 
giren. They have a school of twenty- 
aevon scholars at Buttevillo, to which 
they have given but throe lossons out of 
fifteon promised and paid for, and havo 
swindled other .schools out of lossons puid 
for. They will probably" make tracks for 
tome remote section, or go East and as- 
sume Bomo now names. As nothing can 
be seen or heard of tho Viouxtomps Bro- 
thers along tho Trinity route, tho suppo- 
sition is that they got over on the Sacra- 
mento route to koop clear of tho tole- 
graph." 

A Collision. — Quito a severo collision 
took place between the steamers Josie 
JfoNear and the Williamette Chief on the 
Columbia river, opposite St. John's, on 
the morning of the 29th ult. It ooourred 
during a fog. Both 'boats were damaged, 
and the Chief to such an extent as to ne- 
cessitate her being run ashore, where she 
was sufficiently repaired to bo taken back 
to Portland and placed in condition to re- 
sume her trips.

Nbw Brunswick Iron Work.— In 1838 
a nail factory was started near what is 
now known as the Moore Park liaihvay 
Station. The product was from 2 to 3 
hundred kegs of nails a year, made fyoni 
imported iron, Tho establishment has 
since been very much enlarged and com- 
prises rolling mills embracing extensive 
and oostly machinery. It turns out 250 
kngs, or 12 tons, of nails per dioru. in 
addition to 8 to 12 thousand tons of ship's 
kuoo» and merchantable bar iron per 
annum.

The gold fields are but 
a Bhort distance from Capo Town and 
largo finds, ineroasing with every intolli- 
gonco; several parties havo got up to 13 lb 
weight of nuggets in ono day; there were 
at time of writing but throa hundred dig- 
gers on tho fields, which extend for miles 
inoqual richness. The diamond Holds 
aro near them und turning out richer 
every day. Wo aro requosted to give the 
above extracts becau60 of tho many inqui- 
ries that hnva been made of Mr. Vowoll. 



An Illegal Exaction.— If wo had a 
Local Government worth tho price af a 
sack of wheat at its present ruinous rate 
they would months ago havo inquired of 
the Dominion Government by what right 
all British subjects entering tho State of 
California from British Columbia aro 
mulcted in tho sum of 70 cents per head ? 
For six months past 70 conts has been col- 
lected at the stoamship oflioo in this city 
from every subject of Great Britain pur- 
chasing a ticket thore. This sum, wo nro 
told, is paid over to tho California Stato 
authorities. Up to within two years ago 
$5 used to bo collocted on tho same ac- 
count at the stoamship office in this city 
from every British subject taking a pas- 
sago for California; but a Bimplo resolu- 
tion moved by a member of our Honso of 
Assembly drow the attention of Great 
Britain to tho fact that her Treaty with 
the United States was being systematical- 
ly violated aud tho Stato of California 
was notified that the collection was ille- 
gal and it was discontinued. Now tho 
Cahfornjans aro trying their "little gaum" 
again on John Bull. They havo com- 
menced with the paltry sum of 70 cents 
on each British poll, and if left long un- 
molested they will raise it soon to $5. 
Wo hare not tho slightest hesitation 
iu pronouncing the collection of tho 
smaller sum as illegal as the larger. Its 
imposition ought to be resisted by British 
subjects leaving the Province and tho 
Local Government should bring tho mat- 
ter immediately to Mr. Mackenzie's no- 
tice. True, the Bum is a small ono; but 
if the groat and rioh State of California 
is not abovo taking it, wo of British Col- 
umbia should not be blaniod for object- 
ing to pay it. 

Trnr Victoria Pilots. — From Captain 
Sinclair, of tho bark Aimo, wo learn that 
on Wednesday night last at 7 o'clock ho 
made Royal Roads, and as a breeze was 
blowing fresh and fair for this port, ho 
immediately began firing flash lights oft* 
and on till half-past 5 tho next morning, 
but as no pilot put in an appearanco he 
was compelled to run into Esqniinalt. 
At one o'clock p.m. on Thursday, having 
engaged tho tug Beaver (which was thou 
alongside ready to start) to tow the bark 
to Nanaimo, a pilot came on board, asked 
him (tho Captain) if he wanted o pilot 
for Nanaimo harbor; Capt. Sinclair hav- 
ing answorod No. the pilot then demand- 
ed half-pilntago into Na/na.imp barbpr,ajid 
which, wo understand, according to tho 
rules, tho vessel will bo compelled to 
pay. It seems rathor strange that tho 
dlotago of a voasol into Nanaimo harbor 



can bo demanded in Esqulmalt harbor- 
only 9.0 miles opart, and that a vessel dun 
signal all night within a mile or two of 
Esquimalt and no notioe taken of it what- 
ever. Something is radically wrong.-.- 
Nanaimo Free Press,

Sohouok's reputation, 1 1 is plaoo is filled 
by tho appointment of A. Crump, who 
has hold the samo post ou the stall' of tho 
Pull Mall Gazette. Mr. Sampson retires 
with a large fortune. The circumstances 
of his career and dismissal recall thoso o! 
his predecessor, T, M. A. imager, who was 
tho money editor of the Times from .1821 
up to tho date of Mr. Sampson'a appoint- 
ment- I' 1 connection with Mr. Dolane, 
the editor of tho Times, and father of tho 
present editor, Alsager speoulated heavily 
in tho stock market, and during tho great 
railway panic which attended tho down- 
fall of tho celebrated Hudson he was a 
heavy loser. It was charged that ho used 
the financial columns of the Times for tho 
purpose of bolstering up these specula- 
tions' and tho proprietors of the paper in- 
stituted an investigation. Tho charges 
proved to be well founded, and both De- 
lane and Alsager wero dismissed. Crush- 
ed by his disgrace, Alsager cut his throat 
and wounded himself olso whoro so sovero-' 
ly that ho died aftor lingering nearly 
a fortnight. Mr. Sampson was before 
then distinguished as a writer on prison 
reform and other philanthropic subjeota; 
and when ho was appointed money oditor 
of the Timet he was roquirod to promise 
on his honor that he would never bo in- 
terested, direotly or indirectly, in any 
stook speculation or any oompany or en- 
terprise wbioh might beaome tho subject 
of report or comment in tho money de- 
portment of tho papor; and to make it 
oasior for him to koop his word the pro- 
prietors gave him tho samo salary as they 



rectify this objectionable stale of things 
— purge it of its formalities -to vivify 
it, in short to make it a real live 
church. It has been felt in tho Epis- 
copal Church, that oven tho vory title 
of "My Lord" to a Colonial Bishop 
had an objectionablo influence — that it 
savored too much of the aristocratic 
associations of tho Old Country and 
consequently was ill-suited to the 
genius of a new one. This movement 
for a Reformed Episcopal Church has 
not only exhibited itself in tho mother 
country, where many new churches 
havo been established under its organ- 
ization, but is spreading, showing it- 
self in New York, and it is at tho pre- 
sent time in active operation in Cana- 
da and this past week has been the 
subject of intense interest in tho city 
of Victoria. Tho Rev. Mr. Cridge, 
who from recent charges of insubordi- 
nation brought against him by the 
Bishop, has placed himself in tho po- 
sition of being ejected from tho Episco- 
pal Ohurqh, rather than acquiescing in tho 
Bishop's rule and making peace with 
him, has boon called upon by his late 
congregation to install himself as Pas- 
tor of Pandora Street Church, whioh 
is to be in operation as one of the Re- 
formed Episcopal Churches and rogu- 
lated by its provisions. Rev. Mr. 
Cridge officiated for the first time on 
Sunday last to a well-filled church, aud 
present indication is that thisj branch 
of the Reformed Episcopal Church 
will bo well supported. AVe have as 
yet only an imperfect knowledge of tho 
government of this new church, or in 
what respect it differs from the pre- 
sent Episcopal Church, But it would 
appear the cardinal point of djfterenoe 
IS that while it adheres to Episcopacy 
as a form of church policy, it does not 
do so as a matter of Divine right. It is 
probable that under the now arrange- 
ment the Bishop w;ll bo the result of 
election by tho voioo of tho olergy and 
laity united, and not as now by virtue 
of appointment, and that in tho new 
churohits government will not bo vest- 
ed in the hands of tho bishop, clergy 
and a select few, but bo popularised 
to suit the great spirit Qf the age. Un- 
questionably a great movement has 
been started that will extend itself. 
Its eii'eeta will he very anxiously 
watched and its success will lead toils 
extensive adoption,

Great Fire in Russia. 

A St. Petersburg lcttor to tho London 
Echo, dated Sept. 10th, says: "A few 
days ago a telegram from ilobruisk stated 
that more thau a hundred houses had 
been burned to tho ground. Such fires 
ore becoming so common now that wo 
scarcely over take up a paper without see- 
ing ono or two similar calamities in it. 
Since tho Spring scarcely a week has 
passed without somo littlo country town 
being partially or wholly destroy- 
ed by fire. According to ofiicial stat- 
istics, in Enropoan Russia, during tho 
month of May no fewer than 1718 fires 
occurrod, of which 228 wore due to ma- 
lice, -170 to caroiossness, and 978 to causes 
unknown, tho lots being estimated at 3,- 
500,000 roubles. In Juno, 1902 fires oc- 
curred, and destroyed property to tho 
valuo of 5,970,474 roubles, of which loss 
more than a million fell on tho govern- 
ment of Moscow. Noarly 900 houses 
wore burnt to tho ground in a little Po- 
lish town, half a dozen small country 
towns wore more or less temitorarily ef- 
faced from off the earth, aud in Moscow 
a largo tiro converted threo streets Jund a 
bazaar into smoke and ashes. This month 
a tobacco factory in tho same city has 
been dostroyed", nnd at Lianovitchi, 
(government of Minsk,) 329 houses, an 
Orthodox church and threo synagogues, 
valuod at 800,000 roubles, havo been en- 
tirely consumed. 

Lighting the Lamps of a City Instan- 
taneously.— Tho Manehostor papers have 
tho following: 

Soma engineers in Baden have just con- 
trived an ingenious piece of mechanism, 
which has been already adopted in somo 
of the public buildings and streets of 
Heidelberg. The object is to provide for 
tho simultaneous lighting of tho gas 
lamps out of town. This has boon done 
both in Paris and with Us in th*o Albert 
Hall, by tho use of an oloctrio wire, but 
tho Gorman engineers havo invented a 
method more simple and durable. Thoir 
apparatus can bo affixed equally to all gas 
jots, and it is made to act, not by any 
spocial mechanism, but simply by the in- 
creased pressure of tho gas, which is al- 
ways laid on from tho gasometer when 
the lamps should bo lighted. The one 
aot of turning on tho gas at tho main ig- 
nites it at all the burners fitted with tbe 
now apparatus. In achieving this result 
the designers did not roally obtain any 
vory practical advantage over tho method 
of ignition by electricity; but they push- 
ed this invention ttill further, and have 
provided that when the pressure i dim- 
inished at the main, the gas can either bo 
totally extinguished or lot down to a 
thread. It is ohiefly iu tho lighting of 
the streets of a town that the invention 
will be of practical uso. Directly tho gaa 
is turned on the whole city will be sim- 
ultaneously illuminated, and when, in 
tho early morning, tho pressure is reduc- 
od, tho light may bo totally extinguished 
or gradually diminished.

Who Invented Sausages? 

not HEYWOOD. 

A correspondent asks us this question: 
"Who was tho inventor of snusages?" 
Wo answered: It was unknown. Julius 
Cnosar claimed to bo the inventor, but 
historians and commentators havo uni- 
versally scouted his claim. There, is no 
doubt in the minds of the host informed 
writers on, tho subject but that tho Ger- 
mans wero the invontors of tho sausage, 
and that Ctesar in his wars against the 
stubborn Gorman tribes became acquaint- 
ed with their way of making the sausage. 
On his return to Rome, after crossing tbe 
Rubicon, ho triod to induce the inhabit- 
ants of tho Imporial city to adopt it as an 
article of food, but the Romans wera rich, 
they fed on luxuries garnered from the 
lauds which they had conquered and 
thej rejected/ the. sausage. Oa tho morn- 
ing of tlie day of his death at the hands 
of the conspirators, Ciosar sadly informed 
his wife that Imperial Rome was totter- 
ing to its fall, and that fall was hastened 
by its rejection of sousages. It is a singu- 
lar and extraordinary fact— ono quoted 
hy the great historian, Simanides, and 
Gibbons, and Niebuhr — that no nation 
has been great as a military power, in 
modern times, which did not make sau- 
sages one of its prime articles of diot. 
Tho recent war between Germany and 
France provos this, Seventy-five years 
ago tho French wero intensely fond of 
sausage, then they overran Europe. But, 
like tho Romans, thoy took to luxurous 
living, and the downfall of la belle Prance 
followed. 

The Germans have always been a war- 
like nation. They have always been eat- 
ers of sausage. The greatest goneral of 
modern times, Moltko, dines upon saus- 
age three times a day. Ho says that no 
man who is not a lover of sausages can 
over make a great general. Some years 
ago ho was called upon while at breakfast 
by a young officer. Ho was eating hi? 
usual meal of "wurstand pumpernickel," 
and asked the young officer to join him. 
The offer was declined on the ground Jhat 
he never could eat sausages, "S ; ,r," said 
the great general, looking at the oilleer 
with Hashing oyoe, "t.hc man who cannot 
eat EoniSftgea need never oxpeot promo- 
tion fnuu mo." The young officer at ouco 
applied himself so assiduously to the cul- 
tivation of a tasto for sausages thnt in the 
late war ho had risen to be General Yon 
Moltko's chief of staff. A distaste for sau- 
sages led to the dism issal of a wooer ot 
the General's daughter, i-ilio ftftetwwrds 
married a manufaotuvOV \i\ sausages with 
her father's annr^Kvltxu, nnd she is now 
the \\f\ftny i^VUer ofoight healthy sau- 
s^o,-«2tmg children. Wero auyono to 
say in General Von Moltko's presence 
that sausages were made out of r&fuse 
dogs, he would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And yet ho has now-i accounted 
for tho (looaden'w iu the number of dogs 
iu Gterma.ny since sausages became the 
| national food, as frogs aro that, of the 
French, potatoes 'and herrings of the Ir- 
ish, beid' and plum pudding of the Eng- 
lish, buckwheat cakes and tobacco of Am- 
ericans, and Hbywood's Pork Sausage of 
British Columbians.
